AQ NARINES 
UNDER ORDERS 
“FOR NICARACU 


This Wil Const First Ameri- 
can Force to Land in Zelay a's 
Country, 


NO STATEMENT -MADE 
BY STATE DEPARTMENT 


But Everything Indicates That 
United States Is Preparing to 
Teach Zelaya a Lesson for 
Killing American Citizens. 
Nicaragua Pretends to Believe 
That Nothing Will Be Done. 


Washington, November 22.--Prepara- 
tions are being made for 400 marines 
to sail from Philadelphia either for the 
canal zone or for Nicaragua next 
Saturday. This will constitute the 
first armed force to land in Nicaragua, 
if developments inthe situation with- 
in the next few days require such a 
course to be pursued. All will depend 
upon the action to be taken by the 
State department, which is marking 
time pending the receipt of additional 
details of the killing of the two Ameri- 
cans, Groce and Cannon. 

Rush Orders for Marines. 

The departure of the marines is the 
result of rush orders to the League 
Island navy yard after the state de- 
partment received the preliminary re- 
port of the slaying by President 
Zelaya’s orders of the two men, 

It had been intended to send the 
marines to Panama to relieve about 
880 marines now on duty there. The 
date of departure from Philadelphia 
had been set for December 3, by which 
time the troop ship Prairie would have 
been ready to sail. 

By working night and day the 
League Island force will be able to 
finish repairs on the ship by Novem- 


27, and that date has now been set for }.

With the troop ship Buffalo on the 
Pacific coast and the Prairie on the 
Atlantic, the marines could be trans- 
ferred from one coast of Nicaragua to 
the other in a comparatively short 
time by way of the Panama rallroad.

LUMBER OUTPUT FOR 1908 
ABOVE $500,000,000 


The Yellow Pine of the South 
Amounts to Third of the 
Total Cut. 


Washington, November 22.—Wash- 
ington, Louisiana, Mississippi, Arkan- 
sas and Wisconsin, in the order named, 
constitute the big five in producipg 
the country’s lumber supply, whose 
valuation for the last year runs far 
above the half-miltion-dollar mark. 

Yellow pine of the south, which has 
been far in the lead in the lumber 
production for more than a decade, 
more than maintained its swpremacy 
last year, contributing slightly more 
than 33 per cent of the total cut from 
all kinds. 

Louisiana was the heaviest producer 
of yellow pine lumber. Texas, Missis- 
sippi Arkansas and Alabama followed 
in the order named. 

Oak lumber manufacture now centers 
in Kentucky, West Virginia and Ten- 
nessee.

Methodists Do Not Wish Change 
in Time Limit for 
ltineracy, 


WORD “LAWLESS” APPLIED 
TO WEAR BEER SALOONS 


Feature of the Morning Session 
of the Conference Was the 
Presentation of Mrs. Jack 
Graham, an Ardent Method- 
ist, Who Has Seen Eighty- 
Nine Years. 


That the Methodist ministers of the 
North Georgia Conference are over- 
whelmingly in favor of the present 
plan of limiting each minister to four 
years’ service in any one place was 
proved beyond doubt at the session 
yesterday morning when a viva voce 
vote, a memorial to the general con- 
ference urging that no change be 
made in the present time limit, was 
adopted. 

There was some confusion at first 
over the question on account of the 
manner in which it was presented in 
the conference in the committee’s re- 
port, but as soon as the matter was 
made straight the conference express- 
eq its conviction overwhelmingly that 
the present plan of operation is all 
right. 

The resolution of the temperance 
committee, presented by Dr. M. J. 
Cofer, also caused a ripple in the pro- 
pegings of the day. The resolutions 
of: He Mémbers of the conference 
to use their earnest efforts to abolish 
the “lawless” near beer saloons. Rev. 
H. J. Ellis thought possibly lawless 
was too strong a word, and suggested 
that, in the interest of entire accuracy, 
the worg “outrageous” might be sub- 
stituted. 

Dr. Cofer insisted that “lawless” was 
the word, declaring that near _ beer 
saloons, as at present conducted, had 
no regard for the law, and openly 
violated it. The conference vyoted to 
adopt the resolution with the word 
“lawless” left in. 

Sunday Schoo! Status Disappointing. 

When the report of the Sunday 
schoo] committee was submitted, 
Bishop Hendrix expressed keen disap- 


|pointment at the showing made, say- 


ing that it was the poorest report re- 
ceived ‘from any conference in the 
church. He dwelt at length upon the 
value of the Sunday school as an ad- 
junct to the church, and cited the ex- 
ample of the Roman Catholic church 
and its zeal for the child. He warned 
the conference that 'they must give 
more attention to this important work, 
if they did not wish to be outstripped 
in the_race for souls. 

“Thére should be one child in the 
Sunday schoo] for each member of the 
conference,” he said. ‘‘Here in Georgia, 
where, thank~God, you have large fam- 
llies, and where all conditions are fa- 
vorable to child growth, there is no 
excuSe for not having that number.” 

He quoted Archbishop Potter, of the 
Episcopal church, as saying to him 
that the Methodist church was the best 
equipped of any Protestant church to 
carry on the contest against the teach- 
ings of Rome, and said, in order to do 
80, it was necessary to meet Rome on 
the groundwork of the Sunday school.

Rain fell all night and during’ the 
forenoon turned to snow. Scarcely a 
kinsman of the missing men was at 
the mine today. But efforts to explore 
underground continued with unabated 
vigor. Dozens of volunteers worked 
against exasperating impediments to 
extend the limit of their explorations. 

“They’re Still Alive!” 

“They're still alive down there!” 
was the watchword of every worker, 
although evidence in support of it 
was meager. 

The first tangible evidence that the 
men in the east workings were not 
killed when the fire broke out on 
Saturday was the falilure to find any 
bodies where -it was predicted a 
large number would be found !f the 
men were smoichered in their first rush 
for safety. 

Many mining implements were found, 
but not a dinner pail was to be seen. 
From this it was argued that the men, 
unable to escape when the fire was 
discovered, retreated to some extrem- 
ity of the mine, carrying their food 
with them. But this was the extent 
of inspiring discoveries for the day. 

The situation to date: 

Number entrapped in mine, 310; 
rescued alive, 20; bodies recovered to- 
day, 42; bodies recovered previously, 
59; still unaecounted for, 1% 

Nerves at Hizh Tension, 

The tenseness of the nerves of thie 
rescuers is shown by @a@ remarkable 
incident this afternoon. A man, when 
proved to have been dead many days, 
was believed to be alive when brought 
to the surface, and was rushed to the 
hospital car. The mistake, however, 
soon became apparent. The rescuers 
who carried up the bodies today said 
the men had walled themselves in for 
several days, but had emerged to seek 
food or water and had met death in 
the black damp. 

At a point beyond where the search- 
ers had gone, several declared they 
could see the shattered blocking of a 
pocket where the men had taken 
refuge. The bodies are scattered glong 
the gallery for many yards, and the 
men who found them belteved the vic- 
tims collapsed from weakness or 
asphyxiation before going fifty yards 
toward the entrance. Some of the 
bodies were burned. ; 

Corpses of Boys HRecovered. 

Among the bodies rescued today 
were two of the Trapper boys. The 
frail bodies of the children, neither 
more than 14 years old, were tenderly 
placed in the temporary morgue by 
bearers, who wept as bitterly as if the 
children were their own.

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12 PRISONERS 
GIVEN LIbEnTY 


By Governor Patterson 
of Tennessee. 


After Investigating Conditions 
in Workhouse at Memphis 
He Issued Pardon Order. 
Will Make a Personal Inspec- 
tion of Other Stations. 


Nashville, Tenn., November 22.—‘T 
have just turned out twelve prisoners 
the workhouse at Mem- 
said Governor Malcolm R. Pat- 
terson this afternoon, “and I am g0- 
ing next to the workhouses in Nash- 
ville and Davidson county. Conditions 
in some of these detention stations are 
worse than people who never visit 
them can realize: It is inhuman to 
keep some of dhese prisoners in con- 
finement any longer in their misery.” 

Seven of these are negroes—one only 
10 years old. One has consumption in 
its last stages. Three ara paralyzed. 
All are diseased and disabled, and 
one, whose right arm is completely 
paralyzed, was’ there for the crime of 
sleeping tn a box car. The governor 
went into the place and saw for him- 
self the conditions. Immediately upon 
his return to Nashville he issued the 
pardon orders. 

Conditions of Workhouses. 

Rev. E. P. Anderson, secretary of 
the state board of charities, told to- 
night of inspections he and Rabbi 
Lewinthal have recently made in 
Nashville, Memphis and other places. 
The city workhouse, he said, in Nash- 
ville was found to contain many con- 
ditions which should be removed at 
once. The Davidson county institution, 
he said, they found to be well con- 
ducted and in good order. 

Of the Shelby oounty workhouse, Dr. 
Anderson said: 

“The day we were there it was rain- 
ing, and the rain was overflowing some 
parts of the floors. The cells were 80 
dark that one could not stand on the 
outside and see the inmates. It Was 
about the same at Jackson. Lav- 
were found overflowing, and 
the odors were simply stifling.”

LAWYERS SCORED 
AY LABOR CHIEFS 


Alleged That They Profit 


by Accidents to Workmen 


Gompers Says Laws Providing 
Adequate Compensation to 
Wage-Earners Injured by 
Accidents Will Be Fought by 
Lawyers Who Fatten on 
Damage Suits. 


New York, November 22.—Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, paid his respects 
to the legal profession today at the 
opening session of the National Civic 
Federation's annua] meeting. He was 
discussing the need in this country of 
new laws to cover the subject of em- 
ployers’ liability, and to provide 
adequate compensation wage-earn- 
ers injured by accidents. 

‘The lawyers will prevent our get- 
ting the best and wisest law in this 
matter,” he said. “They will have lit- 
tle difficulty in finding almost insur- 
mountable constitutional objections, 
for the resources of our constitutional 
lawyers for interpretation are limit- 
less, particularly when they are su- 
perinduced by the opportunity for 
well-earned fees. 

“All we can hope for is a_ little 
progress. We must go on with our 
work of spreading the Nght. For the 
present, let us be satisfied with es- 
tablishing sOme semblance of the jus- 
tice which is demanded by such dis- 
asters as this most recent one at 
Cherry, 111.” 

John Mitchell also spoke, saying 
that the natural conditions of mining 
in this country are more safe thar in 
Europe, but that nearly five men out 
of every thousand employed are killed 
annually, whereas in Belgium, Eng- 
land and Germany the average is about 
one to a thousand. 

George M. Gillette, of Minneapolis, 
discussing the present liability laws, 
said that “the modern damage suit 
the most disturbing, expensive and 
vicious phase of our industrial sys- 
tem.” 

He added: 

“More than half of the millions an- 
nually spent for the relief of dam- 
aged workmen goes to the lawyers, 
and the workmen themselves get only 
20 or 25 per cent of the total.”

INTERESTING SESSIONS. 


OF MOTHERS’ CONGRESS 


Play and playgrounds were the sub- 
jects discussed at the morning session 
of the Georgia division of the Mothers’ 
Congress yesterday morning, when Dr. 
R. W. Hogue, of the University of 
North Carolina, brought a message to 
the convention, his message freighted 
with thought, valuable suggestions 
and inspirational! ideas. 

He explained the relation of the 
pulpit to all movements akin to that, 
the purpose of the convention, and the 
necessity there was for a closer rela- 
tion of the clergy and the laiety in all 
movements for the betterment of hu- 
manity. 

The relation of organized play and 
the education of the youth of the coun- 
try was touched upon in a convincing 
and most impressively did Dr. 
Hogue stress the moral and spiritual 
value of organized play, and commend 
the American Playground Association 
as a movement standing for the best 
reform, a reform an integral part of 
the more rational educational system. 

He quoted at length from the writ- 
ing of Joseph Reiis, who has so beau- 
tifully preached the gospel of organ- 
ized play and gave a brief and inter- 
esting account of the last meeting of 
the American Playground Association, 
in which there participated the leading 
spirits of British and American life, 
with life accepted in the sense of serv- 
ice. 

Dr. Hogue's lecture concluded the 
morning session which was called to 
10 o'clock by the president, 
Miss Celeste Parrish, of Athens, Ga., 
the director of the Peabody practice 
schoo! at the State Normal! School, Ath- 
ens, and one of the leading pedagogic 
psychologists in the south. 

“School Hygiene” was the first sub- 
ject discussed; the necessity of a state 
system enforcing the physical exami- 
nation of school children being 
stressed in an able address by Mrs. 
Warren Boyd. In a symposium pre- 
senting the various phases of the 
question, Mrs. James R. Little, Dr. 
Stewart Roberts and Dr. Michael Hoke 
took part. 

Miss Hortense Orcutt, of Savannah, 
chairman of the committee on chil- 
dren’s playgrounds, presided at the 
latter part of the session. 

Mrs. H. S. Parker and Miss Dollie 
Crim made a report on the settlement 
work of the congress. and the conven-

The water board tried to raise Gen- 
eral Manager Woodward's salary last 
year, but did not do so because the 
salary could not be changed during a 
term of office. 

Last summer the board of education 
tried to raise the salary of Superin- 
tendent Slaton, and went so far as to 
draw a warrant on the comptroller 
for the increase, but the warrant was 
turned down. This was done without 
the mayor and council! being asked 
about it. 

Board Submits Estimates. 

At the -beginning of each year 
Various boards submit estimates for 
the finance committee of council to 
make apportionments from and there 
fs a list of salaries attached. The 
finance committee might cut down the 
extra appropriation asked for in an 
increase of any salary and might, in 
this way, stop a board making an in- 
crease. That is, while a board might 
have the right to fix salaries, the 
counci] finance committee might de- 
cline to provide the money asked. 

Last week the salary committee of 
eouncil decided to raise city hall sa}- 
aries to the amount of about $5.000.

THE FUTILITY OF TRUST-SMASHING. 

The country has been treated to another federal court anti-trust de- 
cision which looks big in newspaper headlines, but which, in ultimate 
analysis and effect, will be found meaningless. 

The Standard Oil Company dissolve? Not a bit of it! 
Did the Northern Securities decision affect the ultimate ownership and 


1 control of the great competihg systems of railroad involved? 


Not to an extent that anyone has been able to discover! 

It has well and aptly been termed by Henry Wellman, who participated 
in the Missouri prosecution of that Standard Oil Company, “a theoretical 
victory.” 

Cap-like, the expression fits more than one paraded government victory 
in its trust-smashing crusade. 

In fact, {f the government has won a single anti-trust victory that is not 
purely “theoretical,” it was so insignificant as to have failed to create lasting 
impression. 

In commenting upon the decision, Mr. Wellman refers to another recent 
“theoretical victory” in which the government got a decree, the effect of 
which was about equivalent to that of King Canute’s command to the sea. 


He says: 

The case seems to be very similar to that of the coal roads. which 
were forced fo separate from their coal business, and it is difficult to see, 
even if the decision iz upheld by the supreme court, how the government 
can prevent the control of the Standard Oil properties remaining in the 
same hands, even if it is split up into its constituent properties. This 
has been the case in every suit in the past in which the law has com- 
pelled the dissolution of combinations. They have simply been put into 
different shape and have gone along more compactly than ever. 


The government's anti-trust “victories” may here and there have inter- 
dicted the method, but they have in no instance affected the fact of cor- 
porate merger in defeat of competition and in restraint of trade. 

In other words, under the anti-trust laws, the government appears to 
have power to say, “You shall not combine in such a manner,” and must 
then admit, “If you can find other means of achieving the same end, there 
is no power to stop you.” 

And in every instance the “other means” have been speedily and readily 
found. 

So court decisions have reduced anti-trust laws to mere travesty. 

Of what value is the law, if it can reach only method and not ultimate 
act? 

There would be just about as much sense in a law prohibiting murder 
by the use of a pistol, and leaving the assassin free to the employment of the 
dagger or the poison dose at his own sweet will. 

But that is just the sort of anti-trust law we appear to have. 
It has become a plaything in the hands of corporate counsel, the most 


verge of the legal precipice, yet staying their fall, commands the highest 
premium. 

It is not the merits or the demerits of the Standard Oil combination to 
which we would direct attention, either critical or commendatory; that is a 
question for witimate federal determination. 

But the solution is not reached by merely determining the manner of the 
combine’s existence. 

This much, however, is certain: 
to reach the ultimate fact of destructive combination, destructive combina- 


That until anti-trust laws are made 


tion will continue to hold sway, and for all their value or effect, these self- 
same laws might as well be wiped off the statute books. 

If combination and merger to defeat competition and restrict commerce 
is admitted to be right, then a show of attack savors of hypocrisy. 

If wrong, then the enactment of a law purporting ‘to, but which will not 
and cannot reach the evil, is hypocrisy. 

So far as demonstration has gone, the proverbial “sounding brass and 
tinkling cymbal,’ are substantial paragons of sincerity and excellence as 
compared with the anti-trust laws of the United States.

LURTON FOR SUPREME BENCH. 


In surveying the field of possible appointees to the supreme court of 
the United States, to fill the seat thereon made vacant by the death of 
Justice Peckham, there could be no more appropriate, satisfactory or worthy 
selection than that of Judge Horace H. Lurton, of Nashville, Tenn., United 
States circuit judge for the sixth judicial circuit. 

Judge Lurton whose name, it is advisedly reported, is the only 


perience in the courts of Tennessee, has served upon the circuit court bench 
since 1893, when he was appointed to succeed Hon. Howell E. Jackson, who 
had been elevated to the supreme bench. 

He is well known, therefore, to President Taft who, as federal judge,in 
the same circuit, often sat with him in the disposition of important liti- 
gations.. 

A biographer says of Judge Lurton: 


Judge Lurton possesses a quick perceptive faculty, which enables 
him to grasp with remarkable accuracy and clearness al! points in a 
given cause; and this quality, enforced by remarkably keen reasoning 
powers, renders his opinions close, broad, exact and logical without 
surplusage or divugation. These qualites are strongly reinforced by 
an inherent love of human justice and an unfailing moral courage, which 
never shrinks from performance of the judicial duty of declaring and ap- 
plying the law as jt is, leaving to the legislative authority the question 
of what the law ought to be. 


Herein is presented the ideal judicial character and temperament—dquali- 
ties which are, of course, well known to President Taft. . 

So much for ability and worth. There is another phase of the situation 
which is being urged with some show of force: That inasmuch as Justice 


cessor should be chosen from the same state. 

This is, too evidently, a dogmatic rule, framed and invoked to fit the 
particular case and to accord with the wishes of those seeking a New York 
appointment; but if it is to have any weight at all, the more logical and 
appropriate application of it would be in the appointment of Judge Lurton, 
whose state or section, in accordance with it, should have had the successor 
to Justice Jackson. 

The appointment of supreme court justices, as well as other members 
of the federal judiciary, however, should be made on a broader and more 
liberal basis. 

While judicial character and ability must be a first consideration, it is 
just and appropriate that political equilibrium upon the bench should be 
maintained. 

President Taft has shown a disposition to deal with the judicial situation 
upon just such a basis. 

In ability, experience and character, he can find no man better equipped 
for supreme bench honors than Judge Lurton.

“The Orderly Process of Justice.” 
(From The Athens Banner.) 

Just one month and one day since 
the ‘body of Vonder Kennon, a young 
Oconee farmer, was found in the 
Oconee river. There were unmistak- 
able evidences that he had been mur- 
dered before his body had been thrown 
into the river. There were, at that 
time, no clews as to the guilty parties, 
and it appeared that a mystery was at 
hand that might never be solved, 

In an energetic and orderly way 
the investigation of the mystery went 
forward, and in thirty-six hours the 
murderers were behind the bars with 
evidence to convict. Then came the 
trials ‘in the regular process of the 
courts, 
One negro went up for life, being given 
a life sentence on account of his con- 
fession. The other was sentenced to 
be hanged, but denied his guilt until 
almost upon the scaffold. Then he 
spoke, and admitted his guilt, and also 
accused the other negro of a greater 
part in the crime than that negro had 
confessed. Then followed the execu- 
tion. And all of this was done in one 
month and one day. 

Clarke county has reason to be proud 
of the fact that this terrible murder 
has been avenged, and that it was 
avenged without the slightest desire on 
the part of any of the citizens to take 
the law into their hands. It was a 
murder that would, ordinarily, have 
called the mob spirit into action, but 
in this instance evervbody seemed will. 
ing for the law to take its course. 

The speedy execution of the law 
in this case should be a warning to 
the lawless in this and other commun!- 
ties. If a man determines to violate 
the law and shed the blood of the inno- 
cent in this county he may rest assured 
he will get his deserved punishment as 
soon as the courts can get through 
with him. 


HEAVY RAFTERS FALL. 
One Man Killed and Five Oth- 


ers Injured. 

Wilson, N. C., November 22.—This 
afternoon while heavy timbers were be- 
ing placed on the factory building of 
the Continental Guano Company, in 
course of construction, part of the 
Structure fell, killing T. B. Taylor, 
colored, and injuring G. EF. Bates. a 
white boy, badly bruised, leg crushed: 
Speight McKeel, white, badly bruised: 
George Farmer, Tobe Bellamy and Ju- 
nius Woodward, white, seriously in- 
jured. About ninety men were work- 
ing on the building when three rafters, 
weighing eight tons each, fell, catch- 
ing some of the men beneath and bring- 
ing down most of the building. A 
heavy financial loss resulted.

RULE CHANCES 


If Adopted Will Surely 
Cut List of Injuries. 


Shortening of Halves, Appoint- 


ment of “Official Physician,” 
and the Playing of the Game 
in Quarters Instead of Halves, 
Are Methods Tech Suggests. 


The number of accidents happening 
fn football throughout the United 
States will certainly bring about some 
Yadical changes in the rules when the 
rules committee meets in December. 

It is certain that some. radical 
changes will be made in the rules in 
the Southern Intercollegiate Associa- 
tion when the meeting is held in Mis- 
Bissippi in December. 

An idea of the changes that may be 
made can be obtained from the follow- 
ing proposed amendmentsthatare sug- 
gested by Georgia Tech, and the ex- 
planation of same. With the passing 
of these amendments i¢° danger in 
football would be almost’entirely eliml- 
Nated. 

The idea of divding the present play- 
ing time into quarters instead of halves 
will be first tried out in the game be- 
tween Clemson and Tech on Turkey 
day. 

Proposed Amendments. 

1. No game between members of this 
association shall be for more or longer 
than halves of 30 minutes each. 

2. At the end of every tenth play or 
down the game shall be stopped auto- 
matically by the referee for not less 
than 30 seconds, nor for more than 
two minutes, in order to permit each 
captain to examine into the condition 
of his men, and this irrespective of any 
other “time out’ that either may have 
taken out already; nor shall any pen- 
@lty be inflicted on either team for 
@uch automatic halting of the game. 
And the medical adviser of either team 
may come upon the field to assist in 
the physical examination of the play- 
ers. 

3. Another official shall be added to 
the game, whose title shall be “official 
ge: eal He shall be agreed upon 

y the contesting teams in the same 
manner as all other officials, and he 
@hall have acess to the field of play af 
all times. And it shall be the duty and 
in the power of said official physician 
to stop the game at any and all stages 
between any two downs, by means of 
a whistle or otherwise in order to 
then and there inquireinto the phys- 
fcal condition of any player on either 
Bide, if it should appear to him that 
any player’s conditon warrants or ap- 
pears to warrant such interruption and 
intervention. He shall not have power 
to remove said player from the game, 
but may demand any time out, less 
than two minutes, for said player or 
may. call in the regular medical ad- 
Viser of the team to assume the re- 
sponsibility for the injured player re- 
maining in the game. 

4. The game shall be divided into 
four quarters of not more_ than 
fifteen minutes each, instead of two 
halves, and there shall be intermissions 
of five minutes each between each 
quarter. Play at the commencement of 
the second and fourth quarters shall 
begin exactly wherever it left off; that 
is, with the ball in possession of the 
team that had it when time was called 
at the end of the first or of the third 
quarter, and on exactly the same spot, 
and with the same down and the same 
distance to go for first down. Between 
the second and third quarters the pres- 
ent rule regarding putting of the ball 
in play shall hold good. 

Petition Rules Committee. 

And it is further resolved, That this 
association, through its president and 
executive committee, respectfully peti- 
tion and memorialize the national rules 
committee to most earnestly and dili- 
gently seek for ways and means to 
change the playing rules in such man- 
ner as Shall seem best adapted and 
most conducive to throwing greater 
safeguards around the game of foot- 
bali: and in the confident belief thar 
mass laying is in the main re- 
sponsible for the fatalites of the game, 
the rules committee is requested to 
legislate drastically against any and 
all forms of mass playing, and, fur- 
ther, to expressly urge that all college 
and other athletic associations which 
put forth footbal] team exercise great 
care in the matter of seeing that no 
player is permitted to enter or start 
any game of football unless he be in 
first-class physical condition and quali- 
fied to stand the strain of the game; 
and to urge upon all high schools and 
preparatory schools that no boy of less 
than 16 years of age be permitted to 
play the game under any conditions, and 
not then until he shall. have submitted 
to the head of the school the certificate 
of a regular physician that he has ex- 
amined the boy and found him sound 
organically and physically qualified to 
take up the game of football. 

Explanatory Comment. 

To No. 1. Thirty-five-minute halves 
may be well and good for the climate 
of Massachusetts, Ohio or Minnesota, 
but is altogether too long for such a 
climate as obtains in the south during 
the fall prior to Thanksgivne day. 

In addition the colleges are much 
@emaliler, on the whole, in the south 
than they are in the north, and there 
are fewer players out for the football 
teams, with consequent fewer good and 
physically qualified substitutes for 
each team, hence the total length of 
the game should be somewhat cur- 
talled. This will certainly lessen the 
hazard for the player. 

To No. 2. If, on stopping play, it be 
found that no player is incapacitated, 

lay can be resumed at once, and the 

alt then.need not be for more than 

thirty seconds, while if any player is 
found to be ‘‘al!l in,” {t will be well 
that the game be stopped thus auto- 
matically, since no one else was likely 
to have known anything of his condi- 
tion, for experience has demonstrated 
that In the majority of cases the 
player prefers to suffer long past the 
time when he should be out of the game. 
In a hard and important game the 
average layer, for the moment, at 
least, feels that he would rather die 
than quit the game, and the fata] in- 
jury comes when he tries to stand up 
under just one play too many: whereas, 
even a moment's breathing chance 
would have allowed him to recuperate 
and regain strength to protect him- 
self, or at least the halt would have 
afforded the opportunity for others to 
discover his serious condition before 
it was too late. 

To No. 3. This is merely to throw an 
added safeguard into the game. Often 
enough the ordinary observer would 
see nothing wrong in the appearance,

Play in Quartern. 

A new innovation will be tried in 
this game. As will be seen elsewhere, 
Tech will submit an amendment to the 
5S. I. A. A. constitution in regard to 
the playing time. The suggestion is 
to divide the playing time into four 
quarters of not more than fifteen min- 
utes each. Intermission of five min- 
utes shall be held between these quar- 
ters, 

On the second and fourth quarters 
play shall commence just where it left 
off and in the same team’s possession 
just as if it had not stopped. At the 
start of the first and third quarters 
it shall be kicked off just as is now 
in vogue in starting a half.

There 
can be no question that he would save 
more than one collapse and subsequent 
death. And if he saved but one a sea- 
son out of all the games played the 
country over, it would yet be worth 
while and well that such an office 
was substituted for the saving of that 
one life. 
Division of Game. 

To No. 4. This 18 merely in line with 
what has gone before—an added effort 
to make such changes in the game of 
football as shall result in greater safe- 
ty and fewer fatalities among the play- 
ers. There would be no more time 


by thig method of division than in the 
present way, and it would give the 
medical advisers of the teams a chance 
to inquire into the physical condition 
of their charges oftener and earlier in 
each game than is at present possible, 
and would thus undoubtedly make for 
greater safety. Or, if it did nothing 
else, it would at least allow the play- 
ers the chance to recover their wind 
and strength and their mental calm 
and poise, which latter, unbalanced, as 
they oft must be in every hard-fought 
game, are frequently enough the prox- 
imate cause of temporarily exhausted 
players getting themselves into predic- 
aments and situations in which they 
cannot defend themselves, and from 
which they emerge with broken necks, 
twisted spines, concussion of the brain, 
heart failure, etc. 

A Uttle of the common sense and 
care exercised in the conduct of the 
rules of boxing and of prize fighting 
would do a lot of good if introduced 
into football as well. Boxers spar for 
three minutes, and then rest for one, 
and each can rest for ten seconds with- 
out penalty of any kind as often as he 
likes. It is for these reasons that 
prize fighting, though much more se- 
vere than football in the amount of 
punishment the fighter has to take, sel- 
dom results in the death of either con- 
testam. 

East Favors Quarters. 


W. A. Lambeth, physical] director of 
the University of Virginia, and a mem- 
ber of the ruleS committee, is in favor 
of cutting the game into quarters 
instead of halves. He would cut the 
game into four quarters of fifteen 
minutes each, with three intermissions 
of ten minutes rest for recuperating 
self.
